and increage of the naval foree ian these wnters.
His Excellency the Cuptain-General has the
gensedo appreciate this, and accordingly in o
New Year's address to the Inhabltants of Cuba,
recounting the situation, he gives an explana.
thon f this seeming anomaly which at leaat has
the merit of plausibility. The following is o
trapslation of the address:—

IxnaniTanTs oF Copai—At the beginniug of
the new vear, in these days of congratulations
and rejoleings, it is with groat satisfaction that

our chief felicitates you on nccount of the nota-

le change in everything that relates to this ter-
ritory. The danger to the peace of the Island,
radically digturbed by a part of the natives, who,
i at firet cloaked the bastard ambitlon that
gulded them with alloring programmes, censcd
when at last they threw aside the mask, declar-
ing themselves the apostles of arson nud extermi-
nation. In view of the fecund trinmphs favora-
ble to the cause of order, justice and right,
names synonymous with that of Spain, had, at
the ending of the year 1800, the dizsipation of
the illusions of those dragged into the rebellion
was a natural consequence. The summer, fatal
to Europeans in these Iatitndes, passed
without baving to chronicle a single
defeat to our army, nor have fevers, eun
and rains combined [llrt-\‘culed it from ocenpying
pections of the ieland where ordered, administer-
ing at the same time severe lessons Lo the rebels,
and always gainiog more credil in overtaking
their adversaries than lo fighting them. On two
occagiong—Las Tunoae and Sunta Croz—the rebels
attempted the offensive, and you all know the
severe reception they met at the hands of o few
sick soldiers that garrisoncd these polnts, It
was then when tk’H‘mir blinded the rebel parti-
sans even to the point of their proclaiming as
holy and just the use of the assassin's dagger
and Incendlary’s toreh, reducing thelr country's
wealth to ashes in order to rebuild the social
fabric, and from then dates the presenting of
thousands thal daily eseape the nomade lifé and
horrible mlwx? to which they were subjected by
violrnee and Intrigue, crowding for protection
ber the tatelary wgls of this Government—
boueath the flag which in Cuba is symbolieal of
pure and certain progress. The rebellion is re-
doced to partlsan bawls that roam over the
‘mountainons and nppopalated partof the island.
The elements at hand were more than euflicient
to have subdned it, nevertheless powerful naval
and military reinforcements have arrived. Do
you know why? Because our brothers in the
ninsula, who kunew and applauded your snerl-
g:ea, have wished to share them, snd that all
arms of the service and all the provineces may be
represented here, giving thereby a proof of the
unanimity of their sentiments respecting Cuba,
though they differ among themselves upon other
gquestions. For this reason, though the island is
occupled militarily, martial law has not heen
fmed, and the ecivil antborities and tri-
unals contlnue to exercise their functions.
For this reason the jalls are empty. Forthe same
reason insurgents present themselves in such
numbers and are received as brothers that in
the rich district of Cinco Villas the army 1= left
without occupation. The flect that encireles
the const and serves as o formidable nucleus in
the seaports Is destined to destroy the hopes of
thote who still expeot aid from filibnsters, sala-
ried and rccru'lthl from the dregs of soclety,
thongh the important declarations of the ruler
of a friendly natlon have retarded in o great
measure these expeditions, ‘The rural police,
soattered among the sugar and other estates, are
to be the guardiane of property acquired by so
much toil. These stores, with the army aud
nayy, render lmpotent the proposition of de-
gtruction, and render facile of reallzation the
desire of our country, llkewise that of every
noble heart—that of shortening the horcors of
war and limiting them to those who resist the

w.

Volunteers, your unbonnded patriotism, your
noble aspirations, the self-denial with whicli you
have firmly aided the authorities, render you
worthy of wy kind congratulations.

Soldiers snd eallors, you have again upheld
the honor of 8panish arms. Your ttuuﬂtnnv{ in
work, endurance of fatigue, youor rigid disci-
pline, the generosity with which youn have suc-
cored the orphan and oufortunate, without in-
quiries, and even wben knowing them to be
enemies, are virtues which have not escaped my
notice, and being vour general, as well as of
your brethren In urms, the volunteors, fllls me
wigh pride,

I thauk all, and fu:‘ticulnrh‘ those Caban
militlamen who. taking part In vour actions,
have magnified their loyalty; and why shonld I
not ardently congratulale” youn, merchants, in
fact wil who cowmpose this worthy people?
Workingmen, anxious for peace, you offerod
even your lives to enc the war., Cltlzeas, you
bendered efficlent ald, proffering resources to
Government as one man. Lovers of your coun-
try, you bave elevated its credit in n manner
thnt no example in bistory. Preserve this
precious unlon, which is your strength; fear
pothing from the future, With the help of God,
whom only unthinking men desplse, and that of
honest men, ]ynur Captain-General bhopes soon to
pacify the island and congratulate you anew.

He lmme-
diately lowered the buckel and Mrs. Heltert
50 it. Her husband eommenced pulling her
out, snd when near the surfuce she spoke o fow
words of joy at beiug thus quickly rescued.
Almost at the same moment the chain or rope
broke, precipltating her back into the well. After
soveral attempts to reach her, Mr. Heitert went
down and, securing her by meansof ropes,brought
bher 1o the surface, nol however, until life was
extloct. ‘This was aboat 9 o'clock in the morn-
ing. The Coroner held an inguest at 10 o’clock
on the body, and the jury fonud o verdlet In ac-
cordance with the above.

To-day's New York Herald has an additional
chapter upon the Coolle scandal:—

around the clerlenl scandal. " *Where is Mr,
Cooke " and "Where was Mr, Cooke and Misa
Johnston during the four days?” is knowledge
songht with avidity, but answers to these gques-
tlons are at present among the things not gone-
rally known,

THE PEMALE YRODIGAL.

Mizs Johnston is at her father's house, sufler-
Ing still from the reaction consequent upon the
excitement of the last week and the notoriety
elio has s0 unwittingly obtained. All who have
known her, either ag a fellow school teacher or
as b member of the church and congregation,
spenk of her maldenly modesty and the unlike-
lihood of her belng o tempiress to her clerical
adviser. Mr, Johnston's family is greatly re-
spected by the soclety and congregation of the
Seventh Btreot Methodist Churel, and Miss
Mattie was the last young lady in the church
whom any one of its members wounld have sus-
pected of an eseapade of this kind.

Mattie does not obtain so Irreproachable o tes-
timonial from her “slster” friends. Femlinlone
loveliness, whon It attracts to itself the passion-
ate devotion of a prominent, distinguished, and
handsome mawr, especlally when that man is a
guehing clergyman, I8 a sure incentive to the
arousing of woman's green-eyed jealousy, and
consequent inuerdoes andjbints that the erring
sister could not be any botter than she should
be

One of these Indies, who certalnly had long
since passed the years where the malden and the
woman mect, was withering In her pantomimic
sneers at Miss Jolinston being deseribed as so
very young and 8o very innocent. ‘‘Young, in-
deed! why she will never gee twenty any more.
She kpew what she was about. Innocent, in-
deed! Ishould like to know what she went to
his study for, unknown to his wife.” And so,
Ly inuendoes that may mean anything or nothing,
they take their lictle revenge upon poor Mattie for
being so unfortunate as to take ‘‘our pustor's”
funcy.

THE INTERREGNUM,

The flling up of the period from SBaturday to
Tuesdny by a statement that Mr. Cooke and
Miss Johnston went to Rahway, N. J., from
Philadelphin, receives no confirmation from her
friends, though it is not unlikely to be correot.
Mles Johnston seems Lo have had very little of
the society of her clerleal admirer from the time
they left New York, and the evident indifference
shown by her as to Mr, Cooke's whereabouls is
strongly confirmatory of her Innocence. With
the present limited knowledge of how Mr. Cooke
and Miss Mattle spent the four days, the only
eatisfactory conclusion to arrive at is that Miss
Johunston has had a \'er{ narrow escape, and
that ehe bas been the vietim of a youthful pas-
sion which Jed her into a very serious indis-
cretion,

WIERE 18 MR, COOKE?

Yesterday evening Mrs. Cooke had no more
iden where her troant husband wasg than any
other inhabltant of the city of New York. From
the night of bis return up to last night she had
never seen him nor heard anything more of him
than that which has been couuuunﬁ:ulcd through
the newspapers. All that either any of his or
ber friecds knew was that when he left the
Tombs, a young man, oneof the members of (he
church, went with him to a Broadway restan-
rant and there breakfasted together. On coming
out Mr. Cooke said to his young friend,
“Now I don't want you to go with me,"” and,
putting out hls hand, he bid the young
man ‘‘Good-bye.” The latter went on to
hia place of business, but has not the slightest
iden of where Mr. Cooke went. When thoy
arted he supposed Mr, Cooke would pln to his
1ome, to his wife and son. That he did not do
this 1s very certain, and his departure or his
hiding away leaves a very large margin for con-
jeeture, and all kinds of stories are afloat. Each
is quite as rellable a8 the other, and all equally
alike unworthy of belief. Those who know Mr.
(‘ooke best are convineed that he is not likely to
have come to an untimely end, and they belleve
that lie will “turn up” in the course of o few
days n melaneholy, repentent prodigal, worn ont
by the stisgs of remorse and outraged con-
sclence.

THE INFATUATION OF PASSION,
Were it not an every day occurrence fora
wan to blight the falrest prospects in order that
o master possion may ride triumphantly like a
juggernant car over his entire moral nature, it
would have been a marvel that Cooke ghould
have been go blind to his own earthly interest ns
to do what he bas done. He was the idol of
his church and coongregation. He was ad-
mired and respecied, and this admiration and

respect took the substantinl form of a
galary of #2000, parsonage, coal, wood,
gas, and other perquisites, besides chureh

fees that yielded a very respectable addi-
tion to the salary. His church was incroasing
in the vnmberof its members; he was in the
middie of “a revival” in the society, and out-
wardly all was well.  This enncerous, festering
spot of an illicit love has blighted all, and, for o
time, has done harm to the common cause of
professing Christianity. Mr. Cooke's congregn-
tlon speak highly of his preaching. His ser-
mons were attractive and were enjoved by all
clasees of his henrers. The only notleeable fea-
ture bas been that of late there has been a want
of spiritunl tone in many of his sermons,
though not #o marked as to provoke much
remuark.

Mrs. Cooke, with ber son Baldwin, who ssems
n clever boy, of about sixteen years of age, left
the parsonage yesterday afterncon for her
mether's house at Williamsburg. The church
does nol intend to desert her. A Bubscription
has been started, which has mel with very libe-
rul responge, and for a time, at least, Mrs. Cooke
will be placed in a position that will prevent hor
from secking any outside assistance beyondthat
of ber friends, In the meantime it is hoped that
her mlnlmlded and Infatuated husband will have
been able to ulc{uat himeelf to the ordlnarly rela-
Llan;a]ul life and become a bread winoer for his
faanlly,

1867, the course to be n Lrlhm-
gular courso from Staten [sland, forty miles ont
to sen and back, The cup having been won at
Cowes under the rules of the Royal Yacht So-
ciety, It therchy follows that no eentre bonrd
vessel can compete agalost the Cambria fn this
jarticular race: but in all other respects I must
conform to the stipulations and rules of the New
York Yacht Club. Ruale seven of the Royal
Yacht Bocloty states:—No vessels which are
fitted with machinery for shifting keels or
otherwise shall be permitled to enter for prizes
given by the Royal Yaeht Squadron.

METHODIST BOOK CONCERN.

Sl s
Report of the Sub-Counnittee of Investigation.

The Methodist of this week publishes some
facts In regard to the Book Concern financial
irregularitics, the Investigation of which was un-
dertaken by a sub-~committee of three, which
committes devoted nearly o month to the matter,
and made a report, of which the article in the
Methodist 18 a summary. The report (made
November 4) showed:—

(1.) That under the methods of buginess adopt-
ed by the Concernany amount of loss was possible,
The committee stuted that the vouchers of the
Printing luslpn.rlmeu: were not original bills, but
only monthly statements; the original bills were
asked for but could not be found. (2,) That no
one was found whose duty it was to examine
and check mvolees of goods purchased by the
Coneern, and to certifly their correctness before
they were paild by the cashlor. This work, if
done at all, was done by the head of department
purchasing: bllls were found erroncously cast
up, which had been paid without being exa-
mined by anybody. (3.)) That the wages book
of the bindery showed that, since the last Gene-
ral Conference, more than $900 had been drawn
by the snperintendent, under the head of mis-
cellancous articles, for which no vouchers were
rendered, and concerning which no satisfactory
Information could be obiained, (4.) That the
committee could not obtain from the accounts of
the agents any correct idea of the compensation
of the hend of the bindery. Careful inqguiry,
however, ehowed the followlug facts: —<In Janu-
ary, 1864, his ealary was raised from €10600 to
£43000, and on this basis bhe was settled with in
Beptember last.  An examination of the wages-
book showed that hie bad drawn, on three several
occaslons, elnee the last General Conference,
§100. Further inquiry showoed that this had
been done for years, in pursuance of an agree-
mwent between him and the agents, by which his
compensation was to be increased §26N per year,
but was not to aypcur on the books as a part of
bis eunlary, Still further Inquiry showed that
the gold-sweeplngs hed been given him for
several years. ‘The commitiee eatimute the
value of these old-sweepings  for the
Inst gix and n half years at &10.500, or
more than #1600 per year. It was found
that  other employes  were  recelving
perquisites, but the amounts were not ascer-
talped. (5.) That the committee found nothing
In the accounts of the agents to ehow that the
quantity and tLuulll.y of goods received corros-
lmndml with the gquantity and quelity of goods
hought. “In fact,” say the comuniftes, *‘there
is no record to show that goods were recelved at
all.” (6.) That the committee were led by the
discovery of these defects of method to inquire
whether there had been actual losses on mer-
chandise In the bindery, Their examinoation
ghowed that, reckoning from December 1, 1567,
there were 1400 dozen of sking not accounted
for, which must have cost the Concern not less
then $20,000. The chairmnn of this sub-cem-
mittee, the Rev. James Plke, of New Hampahire,
did not !iiﬁ[l the report of the Book Comumnities,
and is understood to dissent from it,

In the suit of Miss Rowena Florance azalust
General Benjamin F. Butler, for the recovery of
the value of soveral jewelled swords and a qaan-
tity of silver plate slleged to have been left the
plnlntlt!.tg General Twiggs during the war, an
order wa¥F mado requiring Butler to appear in
court, and submit to an examination before trial,

His countel having informed him that, as his

etition to have his cause removed into the
Inited Btates Court had been filod in this Court,
bhe failled to appear. Plaintiff’s connsel then
moved for an order requiring Butler to show
cause why an attachment should not lssue
against him, Judge Freedman yesterday ren-
dered a declelon In the Now Yotk Court, held-
ing that the verification to the petition for re-
moval was insufficient. Judge Freedmnan, In
his opinion, coneludes ns follows: —

“The affidavit annexed to defendant's petition
was sworn to before one Robert B, Caverly. re-
siding at Lowell, In the Commonwaealth of “Mas-
snchusetts, who certified the same under his
hand and seal us an alleged commlissioner for the
State of New York, nppointed pursnant to the
Inwe of 1850 and 1857 of sald State hereinbefore
referred to; but there i no certifieate of the
Becretary of State subjoined or aflixed thereto.
Not being sworn before a person suthorized by
Congress, it cannot be read in evidence in any
court of the United Btates; and nol being
authenticated, as prescribed by the laws of
the Btate of New York, It cannot be used
here; for the statute of 1850 provides not only
that it ghall not be read in evidence, but also
that it shall not be used for any parpose whal-
ever. In either aspect of the case the defendant
has failed to comply with eseential provisions of
law, upon the etrict complinnee with which the
validity of his entire aflidavit depends. He,
therefore, has not complied with the require-
ments of the act authorizing a removal u% the
case Into the Federal Courts, and subscquently
the action has not been removed, but is mh
pending in this Court. Under the cirenmstances,
the plaintiff Is entitled to an order requiring the
defendant to show canse why an attachment
should not issue. The motion is granted.”

Hnlaries of Ulerks to Paymasters

at the navy yards, that “I deem It proper to
renew the recommendation of my predecessor
in office for an increase of the salaries of tho
clerks to paymasters of navy yards aod sta-
tions, and (o paymasters angd inspeciors in
charge of provisions and clothing at navy yards
and stations, so a8 to place them, in regard to
pay, on an equality with other clerks in navy
yards, whose duties aré not more arduous or re-
«ponuiblu than theirs.

“‘The recent order of the [dopartment requiring
ecmi-monthly instead of monthly payments to
the mechanics and others employed In navy
vards has greatly Increased the labor of pay-
masters’ clerks,

OUTFIT FOR BAILORS,

“The policy, and Indeed justice, of supplylng
gallors on thelr enlistiment in the navy wit{ o
outfit of clothing, free of cost to them, has been
before so furt-ib!f' represented to the depart-
ment that I only deem it nocessary to allnde to
it. The nocessity of muking some provision of
this kind for the sallor is daily becoming more
apparent, and I most earncsily recommond the
mensnre to the faverable conslideration of the
department ds one well calcalated to promote
the best Interests of the navy."
The Coifec Rutlon.

1t is proposed to issue to the crews of vessels
on some of our foreign stations coffes in the
berry, in lien of the ground coffee gencrally in
nge In the navy. But as coffee, in the process
of roasting, loses considerably in woeight, I
would suggest that the ration of coffee, when
lssned in the unroasted berry, be Increased to
one and one-fourth ounces, the ration of ground
coffee belng one ounce per day for each person.
Coliee-roasters, it is believed, can be attached
to the galleys of vessels with but little expense.

Fittlog of Naval Veasels.
